THE DIPLOMATS. 
THE EFFECT OF THE BRITISH CIRCULAR. 

Lonpon, April 4.—The full text of Lord Salis- 
bury’s circular bad not reached St. Petersburg 
or Vienna last evening. At St. Petersburg the 
circular is regarded as proof that the Congress 
could not have succeeded if it had met. At 
Vienna the effect is so satisfactory as to almost 
compensate for the failure of the Congress ne- 
gotiations, and Austria now awaits the effect of 
the English and her own communications at St. 
Petersburg. 

PRESS COMMENTS. 

The Vienna New Fre Press says a renewal of 
bloodshed will be Russia’s fault. England is 
championing international rights, 
Frémdenblatt says thatif Russta mitigates t 
treaty stipulations in consideration of a Turkish 
alliance, she will thereby deprive the treaty of 
apy binding force. 

ADDITIONAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

Loapon, April 4.—Additional correspondence 
is published. Lord Odo Russell, British Am- 
bassador at Berlin, telegraphs March 13§ that 
Prince Bismarck has requested him to state 
that Germany would not participate in the 
Conference without England, and that he 
(Bismarck) cannot understand how a Congress 
for the revision of European rights could be 
held when England, one of the chief contractors, 
was absent. 3 

M. Cogalniceanu, Roumanian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, writes to the Roumanian agent 
at Vienna, March 16, that Prince Gortschakoff 
had declared to Prince Ghika, the Roumanian 
agent at St. Petersburg, that, notwithsta nding 
our clamoring, Russia’s decision in regard to 
Bessarabia 

WAS IRREVOCABLE. 

Russia would not bring the question before 
the Congress, nor consent to anotber 
Power doing 80, as it would be an offense to 
the Emperor. If she could not make us give 
in she would take Bessarabia by force, and 
armed resistance would be fatal to Roumaria- 
The dispatch concludes: ‘ Notwithstanding 
these threats, we persist in our refusal to yield.“ 

The Roumanian agent at Vienna communpi- 
cated to Sir H. G. Elliott, April 3, a dispatch 
from the agent at St. Petersburg recounting a 
conversation with Prince Gortschakoff, who 
said: Is it true that your Governmert in- 
tends to protest against the article of the 
treaty which provides for the communica- 
tion of the army in Bulgaria with 
Russia through Roumania? The Em- 
peror has ordered me§ to inform you that if 
you have such an intention he will order the 
occupation of Roumania and disarmment of the 
Roumanian army.“ The agent replied that 
Russia should have treated with Roumania, not 
with Turkey, concerning the passage \of the 
army. Price Gortschakoff rejoined: “‘ We 
did not choose to have anything more to do with 
you on account of your conduct. It is impor- 
tant that you snould know that we insist upon 
a free passage through your country, and that 
you should inform your Government of the 
Emperor’s declaration. Your Government must 
plainly state their decision.“ 

RUSSIAN COMMENT ON LORD SALISBURY’S CIR- 
CULAR. 

Sr. Peterssure, April 4.—The Journal de St. 
Petersburg says Lord Salisbury’s circular shows 
the absence of conciliatory views by gratuitous-

GORTSCHAKOFF’S OPINION. 

Lonpon, April 5—5 a. m.—A Berlin corre- 
spondent says Prince Gortschakoff is expected 
shortly to inform the Powers that, after Lord 
Salisbury’s circular, the Congress, were it to 
meet immediately, would no longer be likely to 
solve the questions at issue. 


ENGLAND. 
THE OPPOSITION IN PARLIAMENT. 

Lonpon, April 4.—Despite the speeches of 
Lords Granville and Hartington to the deputa- 
tion of the National Liberal Federation vester- 
day, it is not believed that th® Opposition will 
take any strong line against the Government’s 
policy. Gladstone and his fellowers may en- 
deavor to force the party leaders into active 
antagonism, and independe embers may 
introduce resolutidns dener the calling 
out of the reserves, but there will be strong 
counter influences which party leaders are not 
likely to disregard. A movement has already 
received the adhesion of,sixty or seventy Lib- 
eral members having for its object to prevent 
the party from trammeling the Government’s 
foreign policy.

To meet 
this deficit and further liabilities the Govern- 
ment had applied £750,000 of the surplus reve- 
nue, and issued exchequer bonds for £2,750,000, 
running for one year only.

debt of £2,750,000. The estimated deficit 
for 1878-79 was £1,560,000. This does not in- 
clude any provision for the redemption of treas- 
ury bonds, or for further liabilities, £500,000 of 
which had been incurred for the army and 
£200,000 for the navy, which would have to be 
met by supplementary estimates. They further 
estimated the expense of calling out the re- 


under arms three months. They estimated the 
expense which would have to be incurred for 
new dock-vards and extra labor at £400,000, 
thus raising the supplementary estimates to 
£1,000,000 or £1,500,000. All of these expenses 
combined showed a total deficit of £5,300,000 or 
£5,800,000. 

They proposed to meet during the present 
year the deficit on the ordinary expenditure, 
the supplementary estimates, and some portion 
of the outstanding Treasury bonds. For this 
purpose they proposed to increase the income 
tax 2 penee on the pound, which they esti- 
mated would produce £3,000,000, to increase the 
tobacco duty 4 pence per pound, which they 
estimated would produce £750,000, and to in- 
crease the dog tax in a manner estimat- 
ed to produce £100,000. But they proposed 
to make some allowance in the assessment of 
the income tax for depreciation in the value of 
machinery, and to grant-seme exemptions from 
the house tax in particular circumstances.

The Western Commissioner 
has to arbitrate between half a hundred roads in- 
stead of half a dozen; moreover, he has to 
meet and overcome the strong prejudice in the 
West against auy combination among railways. 
We regret to be compelied to believe that the 
resent incumbent, Mr. N. Guiiford, is totaliy un- 
Ftted for this important position. His previous 
experience as assistant to a General Freight Agent 
may have educated him in the sharp practices 
which some consider necessary to obtain business 
from rivals, but has hardly qualified him to sit as a 
judge and authority over the railway managers of 
the country. At the outset, he has succeeded in 
exciting the bitter enmity of the representatives of 
the Ally press in thie city by his 
grossly uncivil and overbearing man- 
ner.—@ very unfortunate thing for an under- 
taking about which public 8 can 80 
easily de aroused. During the late important 
meeting in this city, Mr. Guilford signahzed his 
lack of judgment and self-control, as well as of 
ordinary courtesy, by his respones to the represent- 
atives of the daily and railway press, and his re- 
peated refusals to afford them proper information. 
At the same time,—showing the contrast between 
great and small minds, —the excellent Chairman of 
the meeting. Gen. Deveraux. Commissioner Fink, 
and the railway managers were not only courteous 
in their manner, but took special pains to furnish 
information to the press. Our own experience 
with the experimental Commissioner is not of 
special consequence except as confirming the im- 
pression gained by many others, that in mental, 
moral, and social qualities he is entirely unequal 
to the position. 

Our railway managers are weil aware that they 
cannot afford to place their tremendous interests 
in the hands of a weak, pussionate, narrow-minded 
man, They are quick to take mental measurements, 
and Mr. Guilford would be surprised to learn the 
general opinion of his intellectual size. The four 
months or more of his incumbency of the office 
have been bafren of resuits, except as the mere 
clerical working out of Mr. Fink's ideas. The 
fecling among the managers seems to be that if the 
Western compact is to a success a much abler 
man must be placed in charge. Mr. Guilford, it is 
understood, has already learned the expediency of 
resigning a position for whith he was incompetent, 
to escape ejection. He sould be equally wise 
again. 

While Commissioner Guilford deserves some 
censure for his usual discpurtesy to the mem- 
bers of the press who call upon him for inform a- 
tion, yet he does not merit such sweeping con- 
demnation as that of the Age. Mr. Guilford has 
not been long enough in his position to Warrant 
the accusation that he is incompetent to per- 
form the arduous duties of his office. On the 
contrary, it isthe general opinion that he is 
well qualified for the positon, and oniy needs a 
little pruning down to become popular with all 
parties.

THE CHICAGO & NORTHWESTERN. 

It is now claimed that the’rumors which have 
been afloat for some time past regarding a 
change in the management of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad have been gotten up for 
the purpose of stock speculation merely, and 
that no change of any consequence will be made 
when election-day arrives. As is well-known, 
this road is in a great measure controlled by 
Jay Gould, and this gentleman is not always 
overscrupulous in his means to secure his ends. 
An unusual activity has been noticeable in Chi- 
cago & Northwestern stock during the last 
month, and it is stated that large amounts of 
money have been made and lost. Of course 
Jay Gould was not on the losing side. Mr. 
Perry H. Smith and George Dunlap have been in 
New York during the last few weeks, and 
their presence there was thought to be due 
toadesire on their part to get back into the 
management of the Chicago & Northwestern. 
But it now turns out that they did not go there 
with any such intent. Somehow or other they 


got wind of Jay Gould’s designs, and they took 
a hand in the game. It is reported that these 
gentlemen have been dealing heayily in North- 
western stock, and are now ahead several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Some place Perry U. 
Smith’s gain as high as $300,000. 

The reports that the Northwestern is to be 
run by the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul are 
completely exploded. Mr. 8. 8. Merrill, the 
General Manager of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, stated toa TRIBUNE reporter yester- 
day that there never was. the least probability 
of such athing being done, and, what is more, 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul would under 
no circumstances have auything to do with the 
management of the Chicago & Northwestern. 
Neither of the toads would gain anything by a 
consolidation. Mr. Merrill has a high opinion 
of the present managers of the Chicago North- 
western, and he felt confident that they would 
be retained in their positions.

EDISON. 


More About the Wonderful Inventor. 
New York Graphic. 

We went over to Menlo Park, N. J., two of 
us, to see Edison and his wonderful inventions 
and make some discoveries and sketches for the 
Graphic. Menlo Park is not a bark. It is not a 
city. Itis notatown. It is not in aby way re- 
lated to Mungo Park, the great Scotch-african. 
Although it is on the Pennsylvania Railroad 
(just beyond Rahway), it is not even a stopping 
place, except when the station-agent flags the 
train to take on waiting passengers. It is com- 
posed wholly of Edison’s laboratory and half-a- 
dozen houses where his employss live. It ia, in 
short, Edisonia, and nothing else. 

Just north of the track is a long, plain, white 
wooden building, full of windows and two sto- 
ries high; this is the laboratory of the Jersey 
Columbus whose name has suddenly become 
famous. Many telegraph wires are festooned 
from it. The first floor is occupied by scribes 
and bookkeepers in one end, and at the otlier 
some ten or twelve skilful workers in iron, who, 
at anvil and forge, lathe and drill, are noisily 
engaged in making patterns and models for the 

euius of the establishment. His iron ideas, 
n tangled shapes, are scattered and piled 
everywhere; turning-lathes are thickly set on 
the fluor, and the room is filled with the screech 
of the tortured metal. 

Up stairs we clintb—to a room the size of the 
8 with twenty windows on sides and 
ends. itis wailed with shelves of bottles, like 
an apothecary shop—thousands of bottles of all 
sizes and colors: Inthe corner is a cabinet 
organ. On benches and tables are batteries of 
all, descriptions, microscopes, magnifying 
glasses, crucibles, retorts, an ash-covered forge, 
and all the apparatus of achemist. At a table 
sit two earnest men each holding alternately to 
mouth and ear the mouthpiece of a telephone. 

„Well, what are you up to to-day?’ asks an 
acquajntance who has sauntered iu. 

“We have got the Chicago telephone re- 
peater in the circuit at last,and we are now 
talking through 800 miles of wire, via St. 
Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, Washington, apd 
Philadelphia—the parabola of the West. It 
doesn’t work well yet. This is the largest 
circuit ever attempted, and it would not be 
possible without Edisor’s repeating machine.” 

In the middle of the room is a man about five 
feet ten inches high, with a thin fave, high 
cheek bones, and a long, lean neck e would 
not be picked out in a crowd Wa map of 
more than ordinary intelligence, and he is the 
person whom a banco-steerer would be likely to 
take into his confidence. Time he evident 
cousiders too valuable to waste on person 
decoration, for his boots have not been biack- 
ened this week, and, although he is ostensibly 
whiskerless, his beard has had about a five 
days’ growth. His hair is of a chestnut 
brown, and 1 judge he cuts it himself, for it 
stands up in an anxious way ail over his head, 
with a striking tendency forward, and at the 
crown it stiflly radiates like the thorny top of a 
pineapple.

It 
will cali out all the st&tions on a railroad, and 
the locomotive wül go through the country 
talking whatever the engineer thinks it necessa- 
ry to say. Steamers cap converse at sea. Light- 
houses can warn ships in a storm.

He ate at his desk and slept in 
his chair. In six weeks he had gone through 
the books, written a volume of abstracts, made 
2,000 experiments on the formulas and had pro- 
duced a ‘solution—the only one in the world— 
that would do the versah he wanted done, — 
record over 200 words afminute ona wire 250 
miles long. He has site succeeded in record- 
ing thirty-one hundred (3,100) words @ minute. 
This statement will; be doubted by the incredu- 
lous, but I bave seen it done.“ 

Those who have worked with him believe that 
he can evolve from his own brain any invention 
required. 

* Does he know what is in all of those 3,000 
vials on his shelves?” inquired the Graphic. 
„That he does,“ was the reply. He bought 
them all himself. Whenever he hears of a new 
compound, he immediately orders it, for he 
does not know how soon he may need it.“ 

Edison has studied astronomy also, and, in 
conjunction with Prof. Langiey, of Alleghany 
University, is now engaged in devising improve- 
ments in the telescope. 

Lou may say this for me.“ says Edward H. 
Johnson, an associate of Edison, after a long 
and intimate acquaintance, I allege that Edison 
is one of the fairest and squarest men I ever 
knew. He is perfectly honest, and the men who 
are trying to avail themselves of his imgenuity 
by slandering him will be exposed and beaten.” 

Thomas A. Edison was born in Milan, Erie 
County, O., Feb. 11, 1847, and therefore is now 
only 31 years of age. 

How many patents have you taken out?’ 1 
asked him to-day. 

„ don’t exactly know,“ he said, and went to 
his bookkeeper to ascertain. 

That one received to-day,’ said that func- 
tionary, ** makes 157 patents, and seventy-seven 
more have been applied for and are pending in 
Washington.”’ 

Lou understand,“ said Mr. Edison, that 
not more than one.in ten of these is of any real 
practical value. The rest are obtained for the 
purpose of protection. Not more than ten or 
fifteen of my patents are worth anything ex- 
cept to prevent somebody from stealing the 
rest. This phonograph, for instance—I shall 
have to take out a dozen patents to defend it. 
I shall get a patent on every kind of phono- 
graph I can think of.“ 

When Edison is in the throes of invention he 
scarcely sleeps at all. Sometimes he does not 
go to his house for four or five days, though it 
is within thirty rods. They send him his meals 
at such times, for he has not yet discovered any 
method of getting along without any food. 
For ten years.“ Mr. Johnson sys, he has 
averaged eighteen hours a day. I have worked 
with him for three consecutive months, all day 
and all night, except catching a little sleep be- 
tween 6 and 9 in the morning. . 

Mr. Edison is the originator of the electro- 
motograph, for which he received the eighth 
patent issued by the Umted States for original 
discovery; and is the inventor of the American 
district telegraph (the messenger service), the 
stock reporter, the automatic system, the chem- 
ical recorder, the Roman-letter printing-tele- 
grapb, the celebrated quadruplex system, on 
which the Western alos pays hima iarge 
royalty, the speaking telephone, and the electric 
pen for duplicating letters and circulars, of 
which 18,000 are now in use.

At about2 o’cleck Cou Griffin having 
placed a small seyen-slooter m an outer coat- 
pocket, gathered about him several valiant sup- 
porters, and sallied forth determined to clean 
out somebody or something, He went first to 
the Hinman Street Station with the intention of 
taking Lieut. Vesey to task for having stuck so 
closely to the Cullerton cause, and if he failed 
to make good excuse, it was understood anes 
Griffin was to castigate him. .

Ford, a saloon-keeper at No. 170 West Harrison 
street, being at the time en route to the House of 
Correction. Griffin hailed them, and they halted. 
Stageering out to the buggy Griffin in a com- 
manding tone ordered Vesey to come down, 
that he wanted to see him. 

“T havn’t time just now,” said Vesey.

Vesey. 
Without furtber ado, and without an 3 
word, Griffin drew the revolver, cockin 1 
said, I'll make you have time,“ and then 
fired. Cocking it again he was about to fire 
when Ford, who was next him, grabbed the 
weapon, thé descending trigger of which catch- 
ing him between the thumb and forefinger, and 
the subsequent wrestling tore ont the piece of 
flesh, making a quite painful wound. By this 
time Vesey had got out of the buggy on the 
other side, and Griffin percetving this cursed 
feartully, and with threats to Kill him fired at 
him twice in rapid succession.. Vesey returned 
each fire; but with no sueress. Both elosed in a 
scuffle, and talling rolled over and over each 
other, and some of Griffin's friends were sensi- 
bie enongh to take bis revolver away from him. 
Vesey reiused to give up bis, and after a tough 
wrestling :match with Griffin he asserted his 
rights as a policeman by clubbing him with the 
butt of his revolver into subjection. The crowd 
did not interfere and Vesey took his man to 
the station and locked him up. 

Vesey found himself to be comparatively un- 
injured. The first bullet had ea the fore- 
head and torn off a small strip of scalp, and one 
of the other bullets had grazed his left . 
The bullet-holes in his coat and hat evitice t 
narrowness of his escape. J ord’s wound 
was found to be quite severe, and he went at 
once to get fit dressed, but he does not com- 
plain, as he says he saved one good man’s life 
and another bad man’s walk to the seaffold. 

Griffin had been locked up about an hour only 
when a large mob gathered about the station, 
intending to demand the release of the prisoner. 
but Lieut. Vesey had anticipated the move, an 
had a large body of men present. The crowd 
stunk away without making any lively demon- 
stration, upon noticing the preparations made 
for their receptions. 

Lieut. Vesey has the reputation of being one 
of the best men on the police force, and in his 
efforts to do bis duty has three times been 
violently assaulted by opponents to law and or- 
der, outside his narrow escapes in last year’s 
riots. Once be was ejected foreioly and brutal- 
ly from a saloon by the Dooley brothers; once 
he was kuocked down and cruelly kicked at a 
Bohemian dance; and yesterday he narrowly es- 
caped assassination. Notwithstanding, he was 
about as usual last night in his district, defying 
any one to do him harm.

. THE WESTERN COMMISSIONER. 

To-day’s Hailway Age contains the following 
savage jattack on Commissioner N. Guilford: 

The experiment of maintaining rates by an equit- 
able division of business among competing lines 
starts out with very encouraging prospects, but its 
success is dependent mainly upon two conditions 
—good faith ana a spirit of concession among the 
roads, and ability and tact on the part of the two 
Commiasioners who are intrusted with the delicate 
duty of acting as judges and jury, and are vested 
with arbitrary power, even over the heads of rail- 
way managers, some degree. The office of 
Commiasioner of these great railway associations, 
involving, as it does, vast financial interests, re- 
man of strong iutellect, broad ed- 
and extended experience 
way operation and management; of A 
calm, well-polsed mind, judicial in, its 
fairness and incapable of doing an unjust or’ petty 
thing, —a man whose manner shall conciiate, while 
his unquestioned ability commands respect. Such 
a man the Eastern trunk lines were so fortunate as 
to find in Mr. Albert Fink. long and eminent 
services as chief engineer gd manager of one of 
our great railway lines, His clear and analytical 
«dg and his unswefving integrity make him 
eminently qualified fér the position. 

The Commissionership of the Western lines re- 
cently. establiehea, while subordinate to that held 
by Mr. Fink requires the same special qualifica- 
tions, -—indeed requires, if possible, greater tact 
and judgment, more legal and diplomatic ability, 
joined with an equally unquestioned reputation for 
aifness and integrity. The Western Commissioner 
has to arbitrate between nalf a hundred roads in- 
moreover, he has to 
meet and overcome the strong prejudice in the 
West against any combination among railways. 
We regret to be compelled to believe that the 

resent incumbent, Mr. N. Gui ford, is totaliy un- 

tted for this important position. His previous 
experience as assistant to a General Freight Agent 
may have educated him in the sharp practices 
which some consider necessary to obtain business 
from rivals, but has hardly qualified him to:sit asa 
judge and authority over the railway managers of 
the country. At the outset, he has succeeded in 
exciting the bitter enmity of the representatives of 
the aily press in this city by his 
grossly ancivil and overbearing man- 
ner.—a very unfortunate thing for an under- 
taking about which public 8 can 80 
easily be aroused. During the late important 
meeting in this city, Mr. Gailford signalhzed his 
lack of judgment and self-control, as well as of 
ordinary courtesy, by his respones to the represent- 
atives of the daily and railway press, and his re- 
peated refussls to afford them pecans information. 
At the same time, —showing the contrast between 
great and small minds, —the excellent Chairman of 
the meeting. Gen. Deveraux, Commissioner Fink, 


quires a 


und the railway managers were not only courteous 


in their mauner, but took special pains to furnish 
information to the press, Our own experience 
with the experimental Commissioner is not of 
special consequence except as confirming the im- 
pression gained by many others, that in mental, 
moral, and social qualities he is entirely unequal 
to the position. 

Our railway managers are weil aware that they 
cannot afford to place their tremendous interests 
in the hands of a weak, pussionate, narrow-minded 
man, They are quick to take mental measurements, 
and Mr. Guilford would be surprised to learn the 
general opinion of his intellectual size. The four 
months or more of his incumbency of the office 
have been barren of results, except as the mere 
clerical working out of Mr. Fink's ideas. The 
feeling among the managers seems to be that if the 
Western compact is to a success a much abler 
man must be placed in charge. Mr. Guilford, it is 
understood, has already learned the expediency of 
resigning a. position for which he was incompetent, 
to escape ejection. He should be equally wise 
again. | 

While Commissioner Guilford deserves some 
censure for his usual discourtesy to the mem- 
bers of the press wao call upon him for inform a- 
tion, yet he does not merit such sweeping con- 
288 as that of the Age. Mr. Guilford has 

ot been long enough in his position to warrant 
the aceusation that he is incompetent to per- 
form the arduous duties of his office. On the 
contrary, it is the general opinion that he is 
weil qualified for the positon, and only needs a 
little pruning down to become popular with all 


parties.

THE CHICAGO & NORTHWESTERN. = 

It is now claimed that the rumors which have 
been afloat for some time past regarding a 
change in the management of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad have been gotten up for 
the purpose of stock speculation merely, and 
that no change of any consequence will be made 
when election-day arrives. As is well-known, 
this road is in a great measure controlled dy 
Jay Gould, and this gentleman is not, always 
overscrupulous in his means to secure his ends. 
An unusual activity has been noticeable in Chi- 
eago & Northwestern stock during the last 
month, and it is stated that large amounts of 
money have been made and lost. Of course 
Jay Gould was not on the losing side. Mr. 
Perry H. Smith and George Dunlap have been in 
New York during the last few weeks, and 
their presence there was thought to be due 
to a desire on their part to get back into the 
management of the Chicago & Northwestern. 
But it now turns out that they did not go there 
with any such intent. Somehow or other they 
got wind of Jay Gould’s designs, and they took 
a hand in the game. It is reported that these 
gentlemen have been dealing heayily in North- 
western stock, and are now ahead several hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Some place Perry H. 
Smith's gain as high as $300,000. 

The reports that ‘the Northwestern is to be 
run by the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul are 
completely exploded. Mr. 8. S. Merrill, the 
General Manager of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, stated toa TRIBUNE reporter yester- 
day that there never was the least probability 
of such a thing being done, and, what is more, 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Maul would under 
no circumstances have anything to do with the 
management of the Chicago & Northwestern. 
Neither of the toads would ‘gain anything by a 
consolidation. Mr. Merrill has a high opinion 
of the present managers of the Chicago & North- 
western, and he felt confident that they would 
be retained in their positions.

INCREASED EARNINGS, 

The New York World says: 

It has been common to — that the increased 
earnings on Western railroads this season came 
wholly from freight; or, at any rate, the subject 
of passenger earnings has received little or no pub- 
lic attention. But it @ppears that on several of 
the lines tributary to Chicago the gain in passen- 
ge, earnings is large enough to be 
preciated by railroad men as a sure 
cation of increased activity in general 
business. The increase can be seen in separate 
weekly statements of several roads, but the report 
of the Auditor of the Milwaukee & St. Paul Road 
is the only one we have yet seen which classifies 
the earnings for the whole period from Jan 1 to 
March 21, the latest date to which the accounts are 
written up.

EDISON. 


More About the Wonderfal Inventor. 
\ ew York Graphic. 

We went over to Menlo Park, N. J., two of 
us, to see Edison and his wonderful inventions 
and make some discoverics and sketches for the 
Graphic. Menlo Park is not a bark. It is nota 
city. Itis notatown. It is not in any way re- 
lated to Mungo Park, the great Scotch-African. 
Although it ison the Pennsylvania Railroad 
(just beyond Rahway), it is not even a stopping 
place, except when the station-agent flags the 
train to take on waiting passengers. It is com- 
posed wholly of Edison’s laboratory and half-a- 
dozen houses where bis employss live. It is, in 
short, Edisonia, and nothing else. 

Just north of the track is a long, plain, white 
wooden building, full of windows and two sto- 
ries high; this is the laboratory of the Jersey 
Columbus whose name has suddenly become 
famous. Many telegraph wires are festooned 


from it. The first foor is occupied by scribes 
and bookkeepers in one end, and at the other 


some ten or twelve skilful workers in iron, who, 


at anvil and forge, lathe and drill, are noisily 
engaged in-making patterns and models for the 
enius of the establishment. His iron ideas, 
u tangled, shapes, are scattered and piled 
everywhere; turning-lathes are thickly set on 
the fluor, and the room is filled with the screech 
of the tortured metal. 

Up stairs we climb—to a room the size of the 
building, with twenty windows on sides and 
ends. itis wailed with shelves of bottles, like 
an apothecary shop—thousands of bottles of all 
sizes and colors. Inthe corner is a cabinet 
organ. On benches and tables are batteries of 
all descriptions, microscopes, magnifying 
glasses, crucibles, retorts, an ash-covered forge, 
and all the apparatus of a chemist. At a table 
sit two earnest men each holding alternately to 
mouth and ear the mouthpiece of a telephone. 

„Well, what are you up to to-day?” asks an 
acquaintance who has sauntered iu. 

“We have got the Chicago telephone’ re- 
peater in the circuit at last,and we are now 
talking through 800 miles of wire, via St.

I came in 
one night,” Johnson, an associate of Edison, 
says to the Graphic, “and there sat Edison 
with a pile of chemistries. and chemical books 
that were five feet high when they stood 
on the floor laid one upon the other. 
He bad ordered them from New Tork. 
London, and Paris. He studied them night 
and day. He ate at his desk and slept in 
his chair. In six weeks he had gone through 
the books, written a volume of abstracts, made 
2,000 experiments on the formulas and had pro- 
duced a solution—the only one in the world— 
that would do the very thing he wanted done; — 
record over 200 words aminute on a wire 250 
miles long. He has since succeeded in record- 
ing thirty-one hundred — words @ minute. 
This statement will; be doubted: by the incredu- 
lous, but I have seen itjdone,”’

he can evolve from his own brain any invention 
required.

For ten years.“ Mr. Johnson sgys, he has 
averaged eighteen hoursaday. I have worked 
with him for three consecutive months, all day 
and all night, except catching a little sleep be- 
tween 6 and 9 in the morning. 

Mr. Edison isthe originator of the electro- 
motograph, for which he received the eighth 
patent issued by the Umted States for original 
discovery; and is the inventor of the American

A Bridgeport Politician Tries to 
Shoot Lieut. Vesey. 


Con Griffin Fires Three Times at the 


There was another election yesterday, and the 
Sixth Ward again had a chance to celebrate. 
There were numerous soreheads from the city 
eleétion; and many of these seized the oppor- 
tunity and nad & gioriouws time, as any one 
might have perceived by the numberless fights 
alont Blue Island avenue and Tweénty-second 
strect. The henchmen of Tom Griffin, the 
defeated candidate, were about ali day 
looking for the Cullerton lhehclimén to 
devour. They cleané@ out the crowd about 
the Democratic polling-place, and fixed up mat- 
ters to their own taste. Tom Griffin holds forth 
at the corner of Blue Island and Western aye- 
nues, anda brother named Con, the short for 
Cornelius, keeps a groggery at the corner of 
Centre avenue and Twenty-second street, and 
throughout the day it was considered unsafe 
for a Cullerton man to place foot on the direct 
road between the two places. So the Cullerton 
men kept out of sight. The Griffinites wdted 
wroth during the afternoon, as the 
bad. booze began to make their heads 
swim. At about2 o’cleck Con Griffin having 
placed a small seyen-sooter m an outer coat- 
pocket, gathered about him several valiant sup- 
porters, and sallled forth determined to clean 
out somebody or something, He went first to 
the Hinman Street Station with the intention of 
taking Lieat. Vesey to task for having stuck so 
closely to the Cullerton cause, and if he failed 
to make good exc it was understood that 
Griffin was to castigate him. Two such visits 
were wade tothe station withont success, and the 
last time Griffin forced n the door of the 
Lieutehaht’s room to make sure that he was 
not concealed within. After leaving here the 
crowd had sundry drinks: at Joyee's saloon, ov 
the avenue, near Twenty-first street. Farther 
along the street, near Nineteenth street, at 
about 8:20 in the afternoon, Lieut. Vesey was 
observed driving south in @ buggy ‘ 
Ford, a saloon-keeper at No. 170 West Harrison 
street, being at the time en route to the House of 
Correction. Griffin hailed them, and they halted. 
Staggering out to the buggy Griffin ſu a com- ; 
manding tone ordered Vesey to come down, 
that he wanted to see him. 54 

“T havn’t time just now,” said Vesey. 

Come to the station this evening.“ 

I have something private to say, continued 

Griffin; „come, let's take something (point- 
ing to a neighboring saloon). | 

I am in a hurry to get out to the House ot 
Correction, and have no time,“ responded 


Vesey. 

Without furtber ado, and without an an . 
word, Griffin drew the revolver, and, cocking it 
said, I'll make you have time,“ and then 
fired. Cocking it again he was about to fire 
when Ford, who was next him, grabbed the 
weapon, the descending trigger of which catch- 
ing him between the thumb and forefinger, and 
the subsequent wrestling tore ont the piece of 
flesh, making a quite painful wound. By this 
time Vesey had got out of the. buggy on the 
other side, and Griffin percelving this cursed 
fearfully, and with thragts to kill him at 
him twice in rapid succession.. Vesey returned 
each fire; but with no suctess. Both elosed in a 
scuffle, and falling rolled over and over each 
other, and some of Griffin’s friends were sensi- 
bie enongh to take his revolver away from him. 
Vesey reiused to give up bis, and after a tough 
wrestling tmatch with Griffin he asserted his 
rights as a policeman by clubbing him with the 
butt of his revolver into subjection. The crowd 
did not interfere and Vesey took his man to 
the station and locked him up. : 

Vesey found himself to be comparatively un- 
injured. The first bullet had ea the fore- 
head and torn off a small strip of and one 
of the other bullets had grazed his left hand. 
The bullet-holes in his coat and hat evitice t 
narrowness of his escape. ord’s w 
was found to be quite severe, and he went at 
once to get fit dressed, but he does not com- 
plain, as he says he saved one good man’s lifé 
and another bad man’s walk to the seaffold. 

Griffin had been locked up about an hour only 
when a large mob gathered about the station, 
intending to demand the release of the prisoner. 
but Lieut. Vesey bad anticipated the move, an 
had a large body of men present. The crowd 
stunk away without making any lively demon- 
stration, upon noticing the preparations made 
for their receptions. 2 

Lieut, Vesey has the reputation of being one 
of the best men on the police force, and in his 
efforts to do his duty has three times been 
vlolently assaulted by opponents to law and or- 
der, outside his narrow escapes in last year’s 
riots. Once he was ejected forcidly and brutal- 
ly from a saloon by the Dooley brothers; once 
he was kuocked down and cruelly kicked at a 
Bohemian dance; and 8 he narrowly es- 
caped assassination. Notwithstanding, he was 
about as usual last night in his district, defying 
any one to do him harm.

The indemnity for the war and the losses 
im posed on Russia which his Majesty the 
Emperor of Russia claims, and w the Sub- 
lime Porte binds itself to reimburse to him, 
consists of (a) 900 millions roubles for war 
expenses, for maintenance of the ariny, for re- 
placing of materie, and for goods bespoken ; (0) 
of 400 millions roubles in return for damage 
done to the south coast of Russia, to her 80 
commerce, and to her railways; (e) of 100 
million roubles for injuries inflicted on the 
Caucasus by the invasion; and (d) of 10 million 
roubles. to recoup the detriment done the in- 
terests of Russian subjects and estabiishments 
in Turkey—making a total of 1,410 million 
roubles. Taking into consideration the

The nght of official pro- 
tection is accorded to the Imperial Embassy and 
Consulates in Turkey, no less with regard to 
the persous of those above mentioned than 
their property and establishments. Priests and 
others in holy places, and especially the monks 
of Mount Athos, of Russian origin, will remain 
in full possession of their previous advantages, 
and continue to enjoy in the three convents be- 
longing to them, and the houses therewith con- 
nected, the same righes and privileges as are 
ussured to the other religious establishments 
and convents of Mount Athos. 

ART. 28. 

All the treaties, conventions, and agreements 
previously concluded between the two high con 
tracting parties relative to trade, and the legal 
status and position of Russian subjects in Tur- 
key aud which bad fallen iuto abeyance by the 
outbreak of the war, shall be restored to Falid- 
ity; and, saving the clauses therein affected by 
the present deed, the two Governments will oc- 
cupy the same relation tv’ one another with re- 
spect to all their engagements and intercourse, 
commercial and otherwise, as. they held before 
the declaration of war. 


ART. 24. 

The Bosphorus and the Dardanelles will re- 
main open in time ot peace as well as of war to 
tue merenaut vesseis of neutral States bound to 
or trom Kussian ports. The Sublime Porte con- 
sequently engages never henceforth to establish 
before the ports of the Black Sea and the Sea of 
Azot a blockade fictif, which would be contrary 
to the spirit of the declaration signed at Paris 
on the 4th (16th) of April, 1856. 

ART. 2. 

The evacuation by the Russian army of Tur- 
key in Europe with the exception of bulgaria 
will be complete in three months after the con- 
clusion of the definitive peace between 
his Majesty the Emperor of Russia and 
his Majesty the Sultan. Iu order to save time 
and to avoid the cost of keeping the Russian 
troops longer in Turkey and Roumanta, part of 
the Imperial army may be marched down to the 

ports of the Black Sea and the Sea of Marmora, 
to be there shipped in vessels belonging to the 
tussian Government or freighted for the occa- 
sion. The evacuation of Turkey in Asia will be 
effected within the space of six months, dating 
from the conclusion of the definitive peace, and 
the Russian troops will be entitled to take ship 
at Trebizond to return by the Caucasus or the 
Crimea. The preparations for the departure of 
the troops will begin immediately after the ex- 
change of ratifications. 
ART. 2. 

As long asthe Imperial Russian troops re- 
main in those localities, which, according to the 
present deed, will be restored to the Sublime 
Porte, the ordering and administration of 
affairs will continue in the same state as has ex- 
isted since the occupation. The Sublime Porte 
will not participate therein duriug all this time, 
and until the entire departure of all the troops 
the Ottoman forces will not enter the places to 
be afterwards restored tothe Sublime Porte: 
and the latter cannot begin to exercise its au- 
thority there until notice of each fortress and 
province having beén evacuated by the Russian 
troops shall have been given by the commander 
of these troops to the officer appointed for this 
purpose by the Sublime Porte. 

ART. 27. 

The Sublime Porte undertakes not to punish, 
or allow te be punished, those Ottoman sub- 
ete who may have compromised themselves 

y their relations with the Russian army during 
the war. Inthe event of any persons wishing 
to withdraw with their families after the Rus- 
sian troops, the Ottoman authorities will not 
oppose their departure. 

ART. . 

Immediately after the ratitication of the pre- 
liminaries of peace, the prisoners of war on each 
side wii be given up under the auspices of 
Commissioners appointed on both sides, who 
for this purpose will go to Odessa and Sebasto- 
pol. The Qttoman Government will pay ali the 
expenses of the maintenance of the prisoners in 
augen equal instaliments in the Jpace of six 
years,.ip acco with accounts that will be 
drawn up by the Commissioners. The exchange

The present Deed will be ratified by their Im- 
perial Majesties the Emperor of Russia and the 
Emperor of the Ottomans; and the ratifications 
Will be exchanged in fifteen days, or sooner if 
possible, a: St. Petersburg. Where they will 
agree likewise as to the place and the time at 
which the stipulations of the present Deed 
shall be repeated with all the solemn forms 
customarily observed in treaties of peace. It 
is always well understood that the hi igh con- 
tracting parties regard themselves as formally 
bound by the present Acte from the moment of 
its ratification.

KEMPER COUNTY. 


A Remarkable Petition, 
Memphis (Tenn.) Avalanche (Ind.). 

The late members of the Kemper County 
(Miss.) Grand Jury that indictea certain persons 
charged with belonging to the mob responsible 
for the Chisolm massacre have united in a 
petition to Goy. Stone to pardon these allegea 
criminals. As this petition is probably without 
a parallel, we printit entire: 

Srate or Mississtrri, Kemper Covrnry, Nov. —, 
1877, — 10 Hus Bucetlency, J. A. Stone, Governor 
of the State Of Mississippi: Your petitioners 
most respectfully represent that we were members 
of tae Grand Jury of Kemper County at the late 
fall term of the Circuit Court. Under our vaths 
we believed that we discharged our duty, and 
feel that we did it conscientiously. How- 
ever we might be inclined to spare men, we 
dared not, in view of the oath we had taken and 
the law as given us by the Court. We felt, and 
feel, thatthe rigid duty we were constrained to 
perform was harsh, and we feel a great relief in 
understanding that what we may have been com- 
pelled to do that was harsh lies in your power, 
consistently with law and right, to undo in the 

wise and juaicious exercise of your merciful pre- 
rogative as Governor, While we have discharged 
our duty fearlessiy and honestly, as we claim, we 
think we do nothing inconsistent with our action 
as Grand Juors, and as it is gratifying 
to our feelings to do it, we do most re- 
spectfull and earnestly pray ou to re- 
lieve all those we were compelled to pre- 
fer charges against concernjng the riotof the 29th 
of April, 1877, * the interposition of your par- 
doning power. % do not enter into reasons of 
the view we take of the harshness of the duty we 
had to perform, but assure your Excellency that 
we honestly entertain our opinions concerning it. 
As old citizens of Kemper County, familiar with 
its trials and troubles, and knowing the actors in 
them, we express to your Excellency our firm con- 
viction that.the granting of our petition will ac- 
complish more for the promotion of peace and good 
order in our county than a reélentiess prose- 
cution of these cases, which, as men pro- 
fessing to know whereof ‘we Speak, we 
know will be irritating, producing contin- 
ued excitement attended with deep feeling 
running through the whole body of the county, 
and, we fear, may prodace rather than quiet dis- 
orders. Executive kindness and leniency now 
will lay our people, who long for peace and quiet. 
under such great and lasting obligations to be law- 
abiding and peaceful that we express to you a 
firm belief they could not be base enough to forget 
or repudiate. We have confidence in your wisdom 
and statesmanship, and that they combine to favor 
our request.

They think the Governor mayas well 
act now as after trial, though we presume no 
sane person expects a Kemper County jury to 
convict these men of any grave? infraction than 
misdemeauor. 

They are doubtless correct in predicting that 
the “relentless prosecution” of these cases 
would be “irritating, and produce continued 
excitement.’ Enforcement of the law 
against men who have been able to overawe the 
Courts und press, and the respectable elements 
in a community, is likely to irritate the chivalric 
beings who ride about at midnight shooting and 
beating defenseless persons, and coaleasce in 
mobs in open daylight to shoot down obnoxious 
persons by the balf dozen. They must be concili- 
ated, That is plain. And the Kemper County 
Grand Jury can think of no better method than 
au advance pardon. We suggest, ina spirit of 
harmony, that if the Governor grant this novel 
request, the pardon be enlarged to cover future 
coutingencies. These bold riders may desire to 
operate next on the jurors guilty of the bein- 
ous crime of indicting them. lu this event the 
Governor would find a large number of persons 
ready to indorse the propriety of an open policy 
pardon, 


A FULL VALUATION. 


Mr. Derickson Defends the Report of the 
Committee of the Citizens’ Association. 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Cuicago, April 4.—Some two weeks ago, un- 
der the auspices of tke Citizens’ Association, 
there was published a report of a committee of 
seven of its members, appointed by the As- 
sociation to consider and report upon the con- 
dition of the city finances, dhd to suggest such 
remedy in regard to the difficulties thereof as to 
them might appear proper. 

The report as published was not fully consid- 
ered by the Association, nor adopted, but was 
submitted to the public as it came from the 
Committee, for the purpose of eliciting discus- 
sion. 

It has elicited some discussion, and the pur- 
pose of the present communication is to offer 
some views in regard to a portion thereof. 

Let me premise that I regard the day I con- 
sented to go into the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion as avery unhappy one to me. Up to that 
day I was in blissful ignorance of the methods 
of taxation. My only trouble was to raise 
money enough to pay what I supposed to be my 
fair proportion of the expenses of. government. 
On taking my seat in the Board, and investigat- 
ing the returns of assessments from different 
counties, it soon became apparent there was 
something wrong. Members would insist that 
the assessment in their district was fairly 
made, but that great wrongs had been per- 
petrated in Cook County. Some of the 
members came with me to Chicago to investi- 
gate the matter. While I could find property 
assessed at 100 per cent, they could find some 
assessed at 244 per cent of its value, and some 
property of which no assessment was made.’ 
At that time it was impossible to go throtgh 
theother counties of the State and secure evi 
dence of the imperfect assessments, if such 
were the case. The result was that the assess- 
ment of Cook County for that year was raised 
about 100 per cent, and that the property as- 
sessed at 100 per deut was extended by the 
equalization (/) to 200 per cent of its real value 
by the County Clerk, and the property assessed 
at 24 per cent was extended at 5 per cent. At 
the close of the first session of the Board, I de- 
termined to have more reliable information by 
the next session. I employed and paid assist- 
ants, and with their aid exammed into the as- 
sessments of seventy counties, and with the 
statistics before me feel warranted in saying, 
unfair assessments is the rule, fair assessments 
the exception. 

To cure so glaring and outrageous an imposi- 
tion was one of the objects of the report. The 
subject is now prominently before the people. 
I have no fears for the result. When questions 
involving principles of — and fairness are 
submitted to the people for their decision the 
verdict will be a proper one, and it will be sus- 
tained and enforced by the judiciary. Your 
article of yesterday, entitled Ihe Scheme to 
Enable the City to Borrow Money,” shows that 
the objects and views of the report have been 
misunderstood. To correct such erroneous im- 

ression permit me to review its main points.

The appeal papers in the Vaentrrye scrip 
case having been filed in Washington by the 
law officers of this city, there is little reason 
to doubt that Secretary Scnunz will prompt- 
ly veto the very remarkable decision made by 
the Land Commissioner, and tell Varentmxe 
& Oo. to locate their scrip on “ unoccupied 
and unappropriated lands of the United 
States, and not on any occupied land be- 
longing to the City of Chicago. We have 
reason to think that Secretary Scuvrz has

Before the passage of the Silver bill the 
New York and Boston banks, and the banks 
generally of the Eastern cities, insisted that

added the gupply of silver? If to this be 
added the measure of selling 4 per cent 
bonds for silver or greenbacks and the pur- 
chase of 6 per cent bonds with the proceeds, 
the road to a general equalization of the 
value of: the currency is far more clear and di- 
rect than it was ever before. There is, howev- 
er, a disagreement between the banks in New 
York, and the Chemical and Park Banks have 
repudiated the opposition to the Secretary of 
the Treasury. As these are two of the largest 
‘and best banks in the country, it is likely 
that other banks will follow them, and that 
the malice of the disappointed Gold Ring in 
Wall street will be defeated by the banks 
themselves. The policy of keeping up the 
fight on the silver question after the matter 
had been disposed of, merely for the pur- 
pose of accomplishing mischief, in order to 
verify predictions, is both vicious and un- 
becoming men claiming to be intelligent as 
well as patriotic financiers. 

The prominent feature of this morning’s 
European news is the correspondence which 
has recently taken place between the author- 
ities at St. Petersburg and the Roumanian 
Cabinet. It appears that in addition to the 
question of the cession of Bessarabia to Rus- 
sia, which has been and is even now being 
opposed with all possible pertinacity by 
Roumania, the treaty of San Stefano 
contains several provisions relative to 
the occupation of portions of Prince 
Canas dominions, and also the privilege 
of moving troops through Roumanian terri- 
tory. These provisions have raised the. ire 
of the Roumanians, who claim that such 
concessions should have been sought from 
Roumania herself and not from the Porte, 
and Russia’s action is an undeserved blow to 
the dignity of the Principality. Gonrscha- 
xorr’s reply is totally devoid of that 
courteous tone which has characterized his 
communications with the Great Powers. He 
assumes an overbearing and haughty style 
of talk, and informs the Roumanian Minis- 
ters that the cession of Bessarabia is a fixed 
fact; that Russian troops must be moved 
wherever they are needed on Kou- 
manian territory, and Russian orders 
to this effect will be enforced 
at all hazards. The little Principality in her 
sore distress has appealed to both Austria and 
England, and these Governments have given 
her advice which, could she profit by it, 
might be of service to her, but the mighty 
arm of the Russian military power holds 
Roumania in so firm a grip that little short of 
actual interference by the. combined Powers 
would release her.

Senator Stantey Marguxws confesses to 
having been pained by the very plain talk of 
Judge Epmunps about the operations of the 
Pacific Railroad lobby on the floor of the 
Senate. The fact that the agents of these 
powerful corporations are permitted to ply 
their vocation openly seems to have caused 
no distress of mind to Mr. Matruews, and 
hence it must be the mention of the fact by 
Judge Epmunps that pains him. Senators 
Matrurws, Bam, and other friends of the 
railroad companies have had a good deal to 
say about a decision of the Supreme Court 
with which the bill of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee conflicts. This pretext for opposing 
the effort to compel the companies to make 
provision for the payment of their debts was 
effectually disposed of by Judge Tuurman 
yesterday in the common-sense statement 
that the decision applied only to the law as 
it stood when the decision was rendered, 
and had no bearing upon a law that might 
be subsequently enacted. It is astonishing 
to ‘note the profound distrust of the 
power of Congress entertained by the Sena- 
tors who are so tenderly considerate of the 
rights of railroads. Mr. Hix, of Georgia, 
even went so far as to delare yesterday that 
Congress had no power to compel a railroad 
to pay its debts; that a railroad was incor- 
porated to carry freights and passengers and 
not to pay its debts, and that their payment 
could only be enforced through the courts. 
It had not been generally suspected that the 
supreme ‘law-making power of the land was 
as impotent as all this amounts to,—at all 
events nobody but the railroad companies 
who mean to cheat the Government if they 
can had suspected it. 


MONTGOMERY BLAIR’S FOLLY. 
It is not much wonder that Senator WRrrx, 


of. Maryland, should express himself as 
humiliated by the foolish action of the Leg- 
islature of his Stats in passing the Bran res- 
olution directing the Attorney-General of 
Maryland to institute proceedings in the Su- 
preme Court to test the President's title. If 
the Attorney-General of Maryland follows 
these instructions, the State of Maryland in his 
person will probably be kicked out of court 
ina year or two after the expiration of 
Hayes’ term, which is about the time the 
suit will be heard. It is probable that the 
Court will decide, if confronted with the 
case, that it has no jurisdietion, and there 
the matter will end; but, if the Supreme 
Court shall claim jurisdiction, it will unques- 
tionably hold that the merits of the case must 
be presented in a different proceeding. To 
entertain a suit brought by the Attorney- 
General of Maryland, who is in this matter 
no more than any other citizen of the United 
States, would be to give anybody and every- 
body the right to go into court 
at any time to test the validity of 
any President's title; the Supreme Court 
will probably not be anxious to throw its 
doors so widely open to adventurers and dis- 
appointed politicians. Finally, if the case 
should ever be brought toa hearing, there 
is not the slightest question but the Supreme 
Court will decide that Congress determined 
how the Electoral vote should be counted, 
as it had the constitutional right to do, and 
that this count resulted in the seating of 
Hares, who thus acquired a clear title to 
the office. That is all there is of the matter. 

Mr. Morrcomery Bram will scarcely be 
so successful with Congress as he has been 
with the Maryland Legislature,—for he also 
desires Congress to pass a law which shall

Even the most desperate enemies of Mr. 
Hayesin Congress will not care to carry 
their spleen so far as to reopen this Presi- 
dential question. Most of the lawyers in both 
Houses will be opposed to such a proposition 
on purely legal grounds, since the Constitu- 
tion provides that Congress, and not the 
Supreme Court, shall determine the count, 
which was done. Nor does it need any 
knowledge of law to foresee the danger of 
confiding a purely political controversy to 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. If 
the highest tribunal in the land, the court of 
last resort, cannot be protected from politio- 
al jangles, then there will be no institution

of the evidence would involve the necessity 
not merely of reviewing the action of the 


Returning Boards in Louisiana, Florida, and 


South Carolina, but also of summoning 
scores of witnesses from all the South- 
ern States where there was intimidation 
or fraud of any kind. This would be the 
work of many months and ixfinite cost, and 
yet Mr. Bram wants twelve United States 
District Judges taken from their duties to 
act as the jury for trying the issues of fact, 
besides employing the entire Supreme Court 
to sit in the case during all this time. For- 
tunately there is no danger that the Supreme 
Court and twelve other United States Judges 
will enter upon this interminable job, be- 
cause, if Congress should pass such a law, 
the Supreme Court would pronounce it un- 
constitutional on the ground that the several 
States are the judges of their own Electoral 
votes and the manner of returning them. 

This effort to reopen the question of the 
President’s title will find no support except 
among demagogues who desire to agitate the 
question with reference to the next Presi- 
dential election and ‘politicians who carry 
partisanship to the verge of fanaticism. It 
has no countenance from the people of either 
party; the people, as a whole, would rather 
not hear of the late Presidential election, or 
any other Presidential election, for years to 
come. If Congress seeks to represent the 
people in this matten, the BLam proposition 
will not get a dozen votes in the House, 
where alone there would be any hope of 
passing such a bill. 

THE IRISH MURDER. 

The assassination of the Earl of Lerram 
cannot, of course, be excused by any refer- 
ence to his harshness as a landlord; but it is 
a comfort to know that the cause of it was 
peculiag to him and to his estates. While 
human nature remains what it is, it cannot 
sympathize fully with a landlord who carries 
his legal rights to the extent of oppréssion 
and cruelty. Particularly is this true of an 
Irish landlord exercising almost absolute 
power over thousands of people who have 
neither the means to pay their rent where 
they are nor to move elsewhere. The Earl 


of Lxiraunt had the character of a bard man. 


The press dispatches, which are always con- 
servative in tone, report that he was shot op- 
posite a cottage from which he had recently 
evicted a widow; that eighty-nine of his 
tenants were under notice to quit; that his 
Lordship was very particular and exacting in 
his dealings with his tenantry, visiting with 
unsparing severity the slightest infraction of 
„ the rules of the estate”; and that the Rib- 
bon Society have a strong hold upon the 
county, owing chiefly to his severity. All 
the evidence thus far in points to the conclu- 
sion that he made the rules of the estate 
supreme, and ordinary humanity subordi- 
nate; it is not surprising that inhumanity, 
having so illustrious an example to follow, 
at last rose against him and destroyed him. 

This shocking affair is an indication that 
land-reform in Ireland has not been carried 
to the point which it was supposed to have 
It is true that no Parliamentary 
measures can make landlords merciful, and 
Mr. Guapstone’s bill was not intended to 
accomplish so sweeping a change; andit was 
believed that the public sentiment which de- 
manded and supported that bill had by this 
time taken firm hold of the Irish landlords. 
It was supposed that the policy of wholesale 
eviction had been generally abandoned, and, 
the evils of absentesism having been cured, 
that relations of mutual confidence and 
esteem had been, for the most part, estab- 
lished between landlords and tenants, This 
may still be true of the mass of the people, 
but the development of so shocking a case 


‘of barbarism on both sides seems to show 


that a good deal remains to be done. We 
lay it down as a principle, that a wholesale 
eviction of tenantry is in itself a proof of 
incapacity and cruelty on the part of the land- 
lord. It can only be due to certain causes,— 
such as previous lax administration by the 
landlord, or common misfortune among the 
tenants,—either one of which should dic- 
tate a policy of forbearance and gradual 
reformation. If eighty-one of the Euarl's 
tenants were delinquent at one time, it was 
probably because they had been too gen- 
erously dealt with in the past, or because a 
common misfortune had overtaken them. 
The severity in this case, however, was not 
modern; the Earl was an old man, and his 
iron will has been enforced for many years. 
But in either case the tenants deserved to be 
treated with some consideration. They were 
attached to the soil as fixtures. Any attempt 


to remove them instantly and suddenly from 


it could hardly help being an acti of cruelty. 
Their delinquency was not an evidence of 
fault on their part; for the margin of pro- 
duction above the usual wants of labor is 
miserably small and uncertain in Ireland; 
and, whatever their idleness and ignorance 
may have been, these qualities of the ten- 
antry helped to fix the value of the estate. 
There may, indeed, have been urgent need 
of reformation, but there could have been 
no justification of a sweeping act of pro- 
scription to take effect at once, without ap- 
peal. 

The tenantry, no doubt, had a large meas- 
ure of right on their side. It is to be re- 
gretted that they did not stop while they 
were in possession of it, instead of advancing 
to a position so. wicked, so abominably 
wrong, as the murder of their landiord. For 
an act of that kind is sure to retard reform, 
to arouse the old spirit of barbarity among 
the landlords, and prevent legislation favor- 
able to the tenants. It has only a palliation, 
not en excuse, in the circumstances.

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ENGLAND'S POSITION. 

There is a truce in the diplomatic war in 
Europe,—a general breathing spell, pending 
the reply of Russia tothe English circular 
recently sent to the Powers by the Marquis 
of Satispurr, the new Minister for Foreign 
Affairs. This circular contains the first di- 
rect and succinct statement of her position 
that England has made since the war com-

menced, and is much more to the point than 


Diseazui's mysticism or the display of the 
English fleet in the Bosphorus, which even 
the English papers now concede was a seri- 
ous mistake, growing out of undue excite- 
ment and ill-advised judgment. What an- 
swer Russia will make to this circular re- 
mains to be seen, though there seems to be 
an impression in Europe that Russia may 
make some concessions that will prepare the 
way for a Congress without humiliating her 
as a conqueror, especially since Austria has 
substantially affirmed the position taken by 
England with regard to the treaty of San 
Stefano. Should Russia continue to antag- 
onize the position of England, war must in- 
evitably ensue unless the one or the other 
Power backs squarely down. In case of war, 
therefore, it will be of interest to know the 


reasons why England takes the field. The 


discussion, both official and otherwise, has 
now been so thorough that it is not difficult 
to ascertain the grievances. 

It should be borne in mind, in the first 
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gland, made by Lord Dexsr just before his 
resignation, was that every article of the San 
Stefano treaty should be placed’ before the 
Congress, not necessarily for acceptance, 
but to consider what articles affected the 
interests of the several Powers and what did 
not. In other words, the English Govern- 
ment took the broad position that the trea- 
ties of 1856 and of 1871 established a con- 
dition of things that is now modified by the 
San Stefano treaty, consequently the latter 
treaty should be under the cognizance of the 
Powers summoned together by the authority 
of tbe former. 
gland with regard to European interests. 

So far as her own interests are concerned, 
England now recognizes the fact that the 
Ottoman Empire is completely overthrown, 
and that in its destruction Russia has over- 
come the first barrier to Sclavic progress. 
As an element of the Eastern question, 
Turkey has ceased to exist, and there- 
fore it is that England is now seeking 
to interpose Greece, and offset the new 
Bulgaria with an Anglo-Hellenic alliance 
that shall make a new barrier. Turko- 
philism is a thing of the past. Philhel- 
lenism must take its place in antagonism to 
Sclavic ideas, and thus, it is hoped, for a 
time at least, Russian aggrandizement will 
be stayed before it imperils English com- 
munications with India. For the same reason 
England objects to the erection of Bulgaria 
with greatly enlarged boundaries into a new 
Sclavic State, by which a considerdble Greek 
population will be swallowed up and the new 
State will be Russianized. As the terms of 


the treaty give to Russia the organization of 


the new State, the choice of ruler, and for 
two years police regulations enforced by ber 
army, it is evident to any one that the new 
Bulgaria would speedily become to all intents 
and purposes a Russian province, exercis- 
ing a powerful influence upon all the minor 
States so cut off from each other that they 
could not at any time combine against her. 
Such a State would give Russia the prepon- 
derating influence in Southeastern Hurope. 
The acquisition of Bessarabia and Batoum 
would give her the commercial supremacy on 
the Black Sea, and that of Armenia would 
dominate the European trade with Persia. 
It is this solicitude growing out of the prox- 
imity of the Russian outposts to the fron- 
tiers of English possessions that has at last 
aroused the very positive protest made by 
the Marquis of SaLIsBUnr. 

There are other details to this treaty to 
which England makes serious objections, 
and the first of these is the indemnity. Not- 
withstanding reports of Russian concessions, 
it is apparent from the treaty, which will be 
found elsewhere in our columns, that the in- 
demnity remains as originally stated, —1, 410, 
000,000 roubles ($1,029,300,000), of which 
1,110,000,000 roubles ($810,300,000) are to 
be represented by cessions of territory, 
while the balance, 310,000,000 roubles ($226,- 
300,000), is left to be fixed at some future 
time. To this the English object, because 
no guarantees are stated, and no time for 
payment, which would leave the Russians 
free to make a demand at any time, and in 
default of payment perhaps annex still more 
territory, and complete the Russianizing of 
Turkey. The last serious objection made by 
England is as to the future disposition of the 
Straits, and on this point the Pall Mali 
Budget, which is owned by a gentleman 
holding a high positionin the Government, 
Says: 

This should be considered with constant refer- 
ence to the general effect of the treaty as a whole, 
What it amounts to, of what Falte accomplie it is 
the express record, of what changed conditions in 
the future it is the visible announcement. It is 
with a Turkey under a Russian protectorate that 
we shall have to deal hereafter. In discussing any 
changes in the public law of the Straits, we have 
to start from the fact that the nominal owner of 
these Straits ie no longer a free * and that 
their real owner, unless the work of the war is to 
be undone, is henceforth Russia. Such a consid- 
eration as this gives a particularly ominous look to 
the statement that the navigation of the Straits 
is to be declared free for merchant vessels both in 
time of peace and war.“ This proposal must be a 
little more accurately defined before it can be ad- 
vantageously discussed; but on the face of it it ap- 
pears to be a blow aimed at our right of blockading 
the Black Sea, —the sole weapon of maritime of- 
fense which, with Turkey under the complete con- 


trol of Russia, we might cogceivably find at our 
disposal in the event of future differences. 


Such are the conditions which, under the 
new treaty, the English conceive menace their 
interests, and which, if they are ratified by 
the Powers, the same paper is satisfied will 
make it impossible for England to keep her 
place in the world except on condition of 
establishing and maintaining forever after 
armaments on a like scale to those which 
now oppress every great nation in Europe.” 


i MR. TILDEN’S EXPENSES. 

Mr. Saul. J. TuD 's very dear friends 
testify that he was under an expense of 
$370,000 during the late Presidential cam- 
paign. Thisisa pretty big sum to pay for 
the privilege of being an unsuccessful candi- 
date forthe Presidency. If the income-tax 
which Mr. TrupEn neglected to pay the Goy- 
ernment, and which hia Presidential candida- 
cy called attention to, be added to the amount 
directly expended, his whole investment can 
hardly fall short of $500,000. There are very 
few men in the country, we venture to say, 
who.can afford to pay such a sum of money 


for the Presidency—and not get it. Mr. 


Trorx, however, not only professes to be 
able to stand this draft, but is understood to 
be willing to spend as much more for the 
gratification of his desires. Being an old 
man, unmarried and childless, he has no 
present use for the millions he owns.

REBEL CLAIMS. 

A Washington dispatch states that Mr. 
Hanrzxr, of Illinois, has proposed to the 
House of Representatives an amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States pro- 
hibiting the payment of claims for losses sus- 
tained during the War within the limits of 
the Rebel States. This proposition was un- 
fortunately not included in the Fourteenth 
Amendment prohibiting the payment of the 
Rebel debt. The reason why it was not so 
included was probably because of the al- 
ready well and universally established prin- 
ciple of law that there can be no legal claim 
for any damages resulting from war to the 
citizens of the enemy’s country, and that all 
persons residing within the enemy’s lines arg, 
in legal contemplation, enemies in war. 
But there is no ‘principle of law or 
justice which stands in the way of a 
man having a claim for money, and that claim 
payable at the discretion of a legislative body 
a large proportion of whose members are 


‘directly interested in the same kind of 


clainis. It is hardly possible, at this time, 
to adopt such an amendment to the Consti- 
tution. There are but thirty-eight States ; 
of these the amendment would cut off all 
the late -slaveholding States except Dela- 
ware, Maryland, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
and Missouri. These five border States 
would in all probability stand by the eleven 
other States, and united would defeat the 
ratification of any such amendment. Such 
an amendment could not command a two- 
thirds vote in either House of Congress, and 
Mr. Harrze.u’s proposition, therefore, how- 
ever commendable, must be treated as sen- 
timental rather than practical. The 
resolution, certain to be defeated, will fur- 
nish the Northern Democratic allies of the 
Southern claimants with an opportunity to 
go on record as against the payment of such 
claims, but that will not of itself defeat or 
silence the claims. If the Northern Demo- 
crats want to make a record that will amount 
to something, let them take up, one after 
another, a dozen of the more conspicuous 
claims and reject them; then let them by 
legal restrictions on the Court of Claims, and 
upon all other branches of the Government, 
so limit the jurisdiction as to prohibit the 
allowance or payment of any claim for losses 
resulting because of the War to any person 
within the territorial limits of the States in 
insurrection. Let them do this, and the 
country will give them credit for practically 
carrying out Mr. HARTZNLL's scheme to ex- 
tinguish all these Rebel claims. 


RUSSIAN AND ENGLISH FINANCES. 

„An army moves on its belly,” says the 
military proverb: it might be said, with 
equal accuracy and vividness (particulgrly in 
these days when nations set out $5, 
iron-clads to be battered to bits with $800 
shelle from $300,000 cannons), that when a 
country goes to war it draws not the sword 
but the purse. Some figures as to the 
financial condition of the two countries 
may, therefore, be of interest, when a war 
between England and Russia is threatened. 

The financial year in England ended on the 
Zist ult., and the receipts for that period are 
stated by the cable to have -exceeded the 
estimates so considerably as to leave a sur- 
plus of $3,085,000. Taking the expenditure 
at the full figure of the estimate, we have 
this showing for the years 187778:

During the sixteen years since 1862 there 
have been deficit in the revenues in three 
years, those of 1868 and 1869 being due to the 
extraordinary expenditure on account of the 
Abyssinian war, but the other thirteen years 
have shown surpluses, those since 1869 
amounting in the aggregate to $93,076,996. 
At the same time there has been a reduction 
in taxation, the net diminution being placed 


at $129,867,390. The expenditure per head 


of population has been reduced since 1862 
by 67 cents, while the revenue per head (tax- 
ation) has been reduced by 18 cents. The 
debt of Great Britain, including terminable 
annuities and charge thereon, amounted at 
the close of the last financial year for which 
we have returns to $3,775,918,736. The re- 
duction since 1863 has been $237, 256,532. 

It is not so easy to frame a precise state- 
ment of the financial condition of Russia, so 
different is her system of public accounts, 
which do not show till some years later the 
details of the receipts and expenditures. 
Thus The Statesman’s Year-Book” for 
1878 can only give the accounts up to 1873. 
As we have, however, in the latest foreign 
files the estimates for 1878 and the war ac- 
counts down to the end of 1877, we can 
make up a fair schedule for comparison. 
The budget for 1878 is as follows, the rouble 
being converted at the Treasury rate of 73.4 


cents: 5

This is the ordinary revenue and ordinary 
expenditure. The showing for the eleven 
years since 1867 is an excess of expenditures 
over receipts of $56,310,282, to which is to 
be added the amount of loans contracted. 
The Inperial Treasury paid out ig 1877, on 
account of war expenditure, $317,468,341, so 
that the war has been waged at a direct cost 
of at ‘east a million dollars a day, to say 
nothing of the derangement of industry and 
material loss. As Turkey cannot pay an 
indemnity save in territory, which must in 
the nature of things be non-productive for 
many years, the bill must be footed by 
Russia. Her debt (including the last in- 
ternal loan) was estimated at $1,443,778,000 
on the ist day of July last; it has, of 
course, been largely increased since that 
date. Besides, Russia is laboring in the 
trough of asea of paper. The circulation 
was, on the Ist of January, 1876, officially 
stated to be 8585, 228, 004; the issues during 
the war are estimated to have amounted to 
$205,520,000, making a mass of paper 
amounting to nearly $800,000,000, which 


has always been far below par. The last 


quotation gave the value of the paper rouble 
at 22d, gold,—in other words, gold at St. 
Petersburg is at 170. The Pall Mail Gazette 
recently copied an instructive article on the 
insolvency cases decided by the Moscow 
commercial tribunals, which showed that 
the failures in 1876 involved a loss to credit- 
ors almost six times as great as that incurred 
in 1874, while the cost of living was increas- 
ing without a rise in wages. VessELowsx1's 
** Annuaire des Finances Russes does, how- 
ever, give a more encouraging account 
of affairs from an immediate standpoint. 
The excessive languor which prevailed 
in commercial circles in the first half 
of 1877 gave place, he says, in 
the latter part of the year to an unwonted 
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great fairs was notably incressed; despite 
the blockade of the Euxine, exportation 
of grain and flax to Nov. 1 was larger than it 
had been in the preceding year; and mana- 
factures of iron, cloth, and leather, were 
stimulated into remarkable briskness. Amer- 
icans who have so recently been through a 
period of war and inflation know too sadly 
the meaning of such things—what it is to 
produce expensively an excess of goods to 


- 


de consumed in war. We can therefore sym- 


pathize with the Ozar, who finds himself 
with the difficult choice between accepting a 
war which must in any event throw back 
the so long tenderly-nursed finances and de- 
velopment of his country for many, many 
years, and declining the challenge at the 
risk of precipitating a revolution disastrous 
to his dynasty. 


The City Council and the County Board 
have reached a point of defined difference. 
The County Board insist upon a dome cost- 
ing a million or more, and have built, the 
foundation of the semicircle, or county's 
portion, at a cost, for only that fragment 
of a beginning, of $70,000. The repre- 
sentatives of the city refuse to agree to the 
dome business, but are willing to compro- 
mise on a rotunda, which will necessitate the 


destruction of the greater part of the work 


already executed on the dome. To the 
ordinary citizen who is not interested in 
contracts or contractors the question sug- 
gests itself, What occasion is there for either 
dome or rotunda? ‘The two wings of the 
building will be separated by a wide court, 
and why obstruct this court by a building of 
any kind? If this court ought to be covered 
and yet not obstruct the light, why is any- 
thing needed more than an iron frame with 
a glass covering, excluding rain and snow, 
and capable of being warmed in the winter ? 
Through this, if necessary, such passages 
might be constructed as would enable per- 
sons to go from one building to the other. 
What more is necessary at any time, but cer- 
tainly what more is wanted now, when the 
financial condition of the city is considered ? 
There should be no thought entertained at 
this time of any costly or expensive orna- 
mental building outside of the two wings 
which are needed for public uses. 

It is possible that Gov. Smrru, of Wisconsin, 
will be compelled to call out the militia in order 
to keep the peace between the Village of Bara- 
boo and the City of LaCrosse. The present bel - 
ligerent attitude of the people, and especially 
of the newspapers of these two corporations, is 
quite as threatening as that assumed by England 
and Russia, and diplomacy has seemed to have 
had its last word. Thecause of the quarrel may 
be briefly stated: Last fall Oscar WISss mern. 
in a fit of jealousy, shot and killed Dr. Ext 
CHAMBERLAIN in open day in the City of La- 
Crosse. He afterwards attempted to kill him- 
self, but failed to accomplish his purpose, more’s 
the pity. The murderer, being a worthless, 
dissolute fellow, despised by every one, 
and the victim having long been a 
useful and highly respectable citizen 
and practicing physician of LaCrosse, it was all 
the authorities could do to keep WissinegrR from 
being lynched. A change of venue was ob- 
tained, and the case sent to Baraboo for trial 
before Judge Stewart. The trial lasted eight 
days, and was prosecuted on one side and de- 
tended on the other with signal skill and ability 
by some of the best legal talent in the State. 
But for some cause or other WI£ISSINGER got 
into the good graces of the citizens of Bara- 
boo, warmly enlisted their sympathies in his 
tavor, and every oppurtunity was embraced by 
all classes, especially and conspicuously by the 
ladies, to manifest their sympathy with the 


prisoner. Everybody seemed to assume that Dr. 


CHAMBERLAIN had been guilty of maintaining 
improper relations with Mrs. Wissens, and 
that the case was one of justifiable homi- 
cide. The ladies organized a society to look 
after WisstncER’s bodily comfort, and two of 
the clergy preached discourses during the trial 
valculated to influence the jury in favor of the 
defendant, and to palliate such crimes as had 
been committed, under certain circumstances. 
The outcome was as might have been expected. 
The jury acquitted WissinezR on the ground of 
insanity. The ladies rushed in to kiss him, and 
the pleasure of the crowd was unrestrained. 
Over such an outrage,'} perpetrated in the name 
of law, the City of LaCrosse, where the bloody 
deed was done, is, metaphorically speaking, on 
its ear. A public meeting has been held at 
which the Mayor presided and in the proceed- 
ings of which many of the best and leading citi- 
zens took part, when the whole matter was re- 
viewed. The faith of the citizens in the integ- 
rity and virtue of Dr. CHAMBERLAIN was ex- 
and emphatic, and their con- 
the worthless murderer and 
his silly femalc sympathizers in Barabou 
is expressed in the oplainest English. 
In the meantime, with the kisses of the ladies 
fresh upon his lips and a photograph of the 
intelligent jury that acquitted bim in his pocket, 
WISSINGER does not dare to return to his wife 
and family in LaCrosse, but hies him off to 
Ohio, where the atmosphere is more congenial. 
Taking it all in ali,—includiog the charge of the 
Judge who told the jury that the verdict must 
either be murder in the first degreé or not 
guilty on the ground of insanity,—the case is 
one of the most curious that bas recently gone 
on record. 


The interminable absence from his seat of 
Senator Susron, of Nevada-San Francisco, is 
now accounted for. It has puzzled many per- 
sons why he ueither resigned nor returned to his 
official duties; but it is now explamed. It will 
be remembered that RaLSsrox abstracted several 
millions of the moneys of the Bank of California, 
of which he was Vashier, to purchase for bim- 
self a controlling interest in the Spring- Valley 
Water Works,“ which supplied the city, at 
a monstrous charge for water.

Hence he has larger fish to fry than 
can be found in the Senate Ciamber.

RESUMPTION. 
SECRETARY SHERMAN AGAIN BEFORE TIE HOUSE 
COMMITTEE. 

Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasninoron, D. C., April 4.—Secretary Sher- 
man was examined for three hours more to-day 
dy the House Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency. The following are some of the more 
important points of his statement: He insisted 
on the ability to resume Jan. 1. He would be 
absolutely certain of resumption if Congress 
would give him the $40,000,000 reserve for 
which he asks. He thought the National Banks 
could not possibly combine to exhaust the gold 
in the Treasury, and that it would be impossible 
to accumulate large enough masses of legal- 
tender to seriously embarrass resumption. “The 
appreciation of legal-tender would be in pro- 
portion to the drain of gold, and, as a natural 
result, would 

DEFEAT ANY SUCH COMBINATION. 
He thought no legislation was necessary. The 
English Bank act makes no provision for sus- 
pension of specie payment; neither does ours. 
If circumstances made it necessary to suspend, 
Congress would have to act. A European war, 
he thought, would create an extraordinary de- 
mand for our products, and would appreciate 
our securities. As to tne return of bonds, and 
consequent drain of gold, Sherman said that, if 
Congress would provide the $40,000,000 reserve, 
with the reserve on hand, and with the $70,- 
000,000 for which the National Banks would 
be responsible, 
THERE WOULD BE NO TROUBLE’ 

in maintaining specie resumption. He did not 
think that resu'nption would injure the Nation- 
al Banks, and did not believe the deposits would 
all be demanded. He thought in the event of 
any combination the Treasury would be 
stronger than the banks. He then admitted that. 
if there should be such a strain upon the Treas- 
ury he would reissue greenbacks and 
sell bonds until he was strong enough. 
The fact that Congress would be in 
session just prior to the date fixed for resump- 
tion, would, he thought, make it certain that 
necessary iegislation would be provided for any 
emergency. He thought, in orderto make re- 
sumption perfectly safe, it would be better to 
have the legal-tenders reduced to 8300000, 000 
by Jan. 1, 1879, but that it would not stop re- 
sumption if the volume is not reduced to that 


limit. 
To the Western Associated Press. 


Wasurneton, D. C., April 4.—The confer- 
ence between Secretary Sherman and the House 
Committee on Banking and Currency in regard 
to the Resumtion act was resumed to-day. It 
opened with acomparison between the ability 
of the Government to resume and maintain spe- 
cie payments and that of the Bank of England, 
the Secretary insisting upon it that the Govern- 
ment was in equally good if not in better con- 
dition than the Bank of England. After this 
point had been thoroughly exhausted, Mr. Ew- 
ing askea the Secretary where and how he 
expected to get the additional millions of gold 
which he required by the Ist of January, 1879. 

Secretary Sherman—You must see that for 
me to state too closely what I propose to do 
might keep me from doiag what I expect to do, 
and therefore I will answer your question just 
as far as I think you will say I ought to go. I 
answer, mainly from 

: THB SALE OF BONDS. ä 
Indeed. in the present condition of the revenue, 
we cannot expect much help from the surpius 
revenue except so far as that surplus revenue 
may be applied to the payment of greenbacks 
and to the redemption of fractional cur- 
rency in aid of the Sinking Fund. To that ex- 
tent 1 think we can rely upon revenue enough 
to retire United States notes redeemed under 
the Resumption act, so that I would 
say that we can get {fifty millions 
of gold àdditional by the sale bonds. As to the 
kind of bonds that I would sell, and as to how I 


would sell them, etc., 1 ought not to say auy- 


thing on that subject at present, because you 
ought to allow me, as executive officer, in the 
exercise of a very dclicate discretion, 
FREE POWER TO ACT 

as I think right at the momspt, holding me re- 
sponsible for my action afterwards. As to what 
bonds 1 will sell. or where I will sell them, or 
how Iwill sell them,—as that is a discretionary 
power with the Secretary, - lought not to decide 
that now, but to decide it as the case arises. 

Mr. Ewing—I understood you to say in your 
interview with the Senate Committee that you 
would have to rely upon tue natural currents of 
trade to enable you to sell,—that is, that there 
cannot be a large sale of bonds for coln abroad. 
It is not on a foreign sale that you are relying? 

Mr. Sberman—Not at all, but on a sale at 
home. Perhavs 1 might as well say that, if I 
can get two-thirds of this year’s supply of gold 
and silver, it will amount to a good deal more 
than $50,000,000, so that I don’t have to go 
abroad for gold. If we can keep our own gold and 
silver from going abroad it is more than I want. 

The Chairman—For this $50,000,000 addition- 
al, I suppose, you rely to some extent on the 
coinage of silver? 

Secretary Sherman—To some extent silver 
and gold we consider the same under the law. 

Mr. Ewing—Do you expect to pay out the sil- 
ver dollar coined oF tos for current expenses 
or only for coin liabilities, or to hoard it for re- 
sumption‘. 

Secretary Shermdn—I expect to pay it out 
now only: 

IN EXCHANGE FOR GOLD COIN, 
or for silver bullion. I am perfectly free to 
answer the question fully, because on that point, 
alter consulting with many members of both 
Houses, I nave made up my mind what the law 
requires me todo. I propose to issue all the 
silver dollars that are demanded in exchange for 
gold coin. That has been going on to some ex- 
tent; how far I cannot tell. Then I propose to 
use silver in payment for silver bullion, which 1 
can ao at par in gold without any loss after the 
first tive millions is purchesed, for which 
an appropriation was made in the Silver bill. I 
then propose to buy all the rest of the silver 
bullien which I need under the law with silver 
coin. As a matter of course, some of that silver 
eoin will go into circuiation,—how much, I do 
not know.

UNLESS THEY ARE DUE. 

Specie-payment means the equivalency of gold 
and paver.

POLK, 
GONB TO MEET FITZHUGAH.

Wasuineton, D. C., April 4.—Doorkeeper 
Polk, after a three days’ struggle, is deposed, 
and his office declared vacant. The result of 
this unaccostomed and exciting struggle has 
been to divide the Democratic majority into two 
sharply-defined factions. These factions are 
the friends and the opponents of Polk. The 
opponents claim all that has been set forth in 
the arguments of te last two days: that the 
Doorkeeper has been guilty of violation of law, 
of maladministration, and deserves dismissal. 
His friends, on the contrary, have in- 
sisted that the Democratic Congress- 
men who compelled him to distribute 
patronage according to their wishes are really 
the persons responsible for these derelictions 
of duty and violations of law, and that Polk 
should have been retained after a vote of cen- 
sure. But this latter class was not strong 
enough to carry their point to-day. The sub- 
stitute, which pro practically to exculpate 
the Doorkeeper by a mild censure and to per- 
mit him to retain Bis office, was defeated, the 
vote standing d yeas and 135 nays.

with whom he will hereafter probably consort. 
The vote by which the Doorkeeper was deposed 
from office did not differ very materially, and 
was 189 yeas to 80 navs.

There was a well-sustained activity inthe dry- 
goods market. Staple and seasonable goods and 
notions were freely ordered by the city and coun- 
try trade, and the aggregate distribution was of 
satisfactory proportions. Prices ruled about 
steady. The grocery market was fairly. active, 
with prices of most lines firmly held. Sugars are 
still in rather scanty supply, and the market con- 
tinues to harden, prices being quoted at 4c higher 
than at the beginning of the week. Coffees also 
were firm, prime to choice grades especially. Rice, 
sirups, molasses, spices, soaps, etc., ruled about 
steady. There was increased activity in the trade, 
and prices display more stability than heretofore. 
Dried fruits were unchanged. Fish were in fair 
request at nominally steady prices. No change 
was apperentin the butter and cheese markets. 


‘There was but little doing beyond such amounts as 


were required for immediate consumption owing 
to the declining tendency of prices. In the oil 
market there were no changes. Paints and colors 
also were steady. Leather remained duli and 
easy. 

The Western demand for lumber continues large, 
and the market is strong, the stocks being broken.

West Chicago Park Commissioners--- 
Cook County Land Company. 

Petitions fer Divorees--The Hadley Bro 
Record of Judgments, New Suits, Etc. 


The Wisconsin Supreme Oourt—Loner- 
gan's Huge Olaim Against Illinois. 


Yesterday was the return day of the summons 
in the mandamus case, of the West Park Com- 
missioners ys. John Hoffman, the West Town 
Collector. The suit, it will be remembered, was 
begun about a week ago to compel Hoffman to 
turn over the taxes in his hands collected for 
park purposes. 

Mr. C. C. Bonney appeared for the petitioner 
and asked Judge McAllister for a rule on the 
defendants to plead, answer, or demur to the 
petition by Wednesday. 

No objection was made by Gen. Smith or Mr. 
E. G. Hook, on behalf of the defendants, and 
the rule was entered. 

Leave was granted to the defendants to add 
the names of Willard Woodard, President, 
Robert McChesney, Secretary, and John Bren- 
ock, Auditor, of the Board, asdefendants, Af- 
ter the order to plead had been made, the de- 
fendant went before Judge Booth to have him 
make the order allowing new parties to be made 
defetidant. 

Mr. Bonney, however, upset this, arrange- 
ment by stating that steps had alréady been 
taken in the matter before Judge McAUister, 
and all motions ought to be made before him. 

Gen. Smith said the orginal petition was.not 
addressed to any Judge, and he did not consiaer 
any special Judge had exclusive jurisdiction. 

Mr. Bonney stated that the petition was pre- 
sented to Judge McAllister, first, because he was 


generally the one selected to hear any matters 


arising out of the usual routine of business; 
and, second, because he had already heard argu- 
ments in a similar case iu which the West Park 
Commissioners were interested. 

Judge Booth declined to make any order in 
the matter, and the defendants’ attorneys then 
went back to Judge McAllister, where, after 
some little talk, the order was entered, making 
the anti-Holden part of the Board defendants. 

THE COOK COUNTY LAND COMPANY, 

The Blackstone National Bank of Boston and 
Elias T. Milliken filed a bill yesterday in the 
Superior Court against the Cook County Land 
Compavy, Robert C. Wright, J. Irving Pearce, 
C. A. Gregory, William C. Tebbetts, and. the 
Everett National Bank of Boston to compel 
an account and the judicial construction of a 
trust decd. After giving an account of the 
organization of the Cook County Land Com- 
pany and its operations up to 1575, the com- 
plainants state that on the 9th day of 
March of that year the Directors of the 
Company, finding it greatly embarrassed, and 
seeing that its real estate would only be sold 
them at a great sacrifice, voted to increase its 
capital stock from $750,000 to $900,000. This 
$150,000 of extra stock, was to be guaranteed, 
principal and interest, was to bear 8 per cent 
interest. and to be further secured by trust-deca 
on a large amount of the Company’s property. 
The income from the property so conveyed was 
expected to be sufficient to meet the interest. 
The amount realized from the sale of this stock 
was to be used in paying incumbrances on the 
Company's real estate. The Blackstone Na- 
tional Bank loaned the Cook County Land Com- 

any $50,000 in 1875, taking as collateral security 
533 shares of this guaranteed stock, but some 
has been surrendered, and it only holds 200 
shares now. The National Revere Bank is 
a creditor to the amount ol 50. 
which is partly secured by fifty shares 


of the same guaranteed stock. Neither 


prineipal nor interest on this svock has ever, been 
pai, the guarantee to the contrary notwith- 
standing; some of the land conveyed by the 
trust-deed has been sold out under prior incum- 
brances, thus diminishing the security, and 
complainants want their money. The Trustees 
under the trust-deed, Robert C. Wright, J. 
Irving Pierce, and William C. Tebbetts, have 
refused to take charge of the property and sell 
it to pay the stock, and, itis alleged, have mis- 
managed their trust, and complainants there- 
fore ask that a Receiver may be appointed, that 
the Trustees may be removed, the property 


Sold, and the proceeds applied to paying the 


debts secured by the guaranteed stock; and 
that the riguts of the holders of guaranteed and 
common stock may be ascertained and enforced. 

A somewhat similar bill was also fled by J. 
Otis Wetherbee, J. A. Turner, executor of the 
will of Loyal Lovejoy, the Blackstone National 
Bank, the Nation ‘Vovace Bank, Walter Has- 
tings, and E. C. Lovejoy, all of Boston, and 
James M. Shute, of Somerville, Mass., against 
the same defendants. It seems that after the 
execution of the trust-deed above mentioned to 
secure the guaranteed stock, and in Mav, 1876, 
the Company’s condition being even worse than 
it was the year before, the Directors voted to 
issue 4,000 shares of preferred stock to be se- 
cured by a trust-deed on all the Company's 
property, real and personal. It was, however, 
agreed that only so much preferred 
stock should be issued as with the 
guaranteed stock issued should make up 
4,000 shares, and that the whole 4,000 
shares of the former should not be issued until 
the guaranteed stock had been takenup. Some 
of this stock was sold, but the most of it was 
pledged as collateral security on loans. The 
complainants are creditors of the Company to 
the amount of about $165,000, and they hola 
2,055 shares of preferred stock, on which noth- 
ing bas been paid, either by way of principal or 
interest, and they ask for a Receiver, an ac- 
count, and the sale of the security.

John R. Walsh had 
previously loaned the Hadleys $5,000, 
and he agreed to loan them 
$15,000 more, and, to secure all 
‘these sums, the Hadleys made a contract to 
convey to Scribner, Armstrong & Co., in trust 
for themselves and Walsh, the following prop- 
erty: A lot 50x125 feet on the southeast corner 
of Adams and Honore streets, with two brown 
stone-front houses and one frame house on the 
same, owned by Hiram Hadley, and incumbered 
for 80.000; also the house and lot No. 1707 
Prairie avenue, owned by Hiram Hadley, mort- 
gaged for 65,000; and the house and lot, the 
latter 54x150 feet, onthe northwest corner of 
Warren avenue and Oakley street, incumbered 
for 83,500. Whenever Scribner, Armstrong 

Co. asked it, the Hadleys were 
to deed all this property to complainants. The 
request was made last Friday, but 8. 8. Hadley 
(Hiram not being in town) refused to make the 
transfers as agreed. The complainants allege 
that the property is not enough to pay their 
claims, and they ask that a Receiver may be ap- 
pointed to collect the rents and profits of the 
houses, and that the Hadleys may be compelled 
to make the deeds of conveyance as they agreed.

THE ARMENIANS. 


Their Plea for Autonomy. 
London Temes. 


Panis, March 15.— It is evidently at the pres- 
ent moment beyond the power of the Govern- 
ments to arrest the general movement which 
has set in among the Christians of the East. 
They all aspire to see their lot improved, and to 
be placed beyond the pale of the influénce of 
Turkish absolutism. With what right, when 
Europe is busy with the liberation of Chris- 
tianity from the Mussulman yoke, could it be 
said to any portion of the Eastern Christians, 
ou will remain subject to Turkish barbarities ; 
it is our pleasure to choose among the Chris- 


tians those who have to submit to the will of 
a master from whom we have freed the others“! 
Would any of ‘the Powers about to meet 
speak in such terms? The Christians of the 
ast know there is nove that would do so, and 
it is therefore not surprising to see that they 
are all appealing to Europe to be allowed to 
share the lot. of those she is placing beyond the 
absolute rule of the Crescent. The following 
extract from a letter addressed by an Armenian 
of high standing to a friend in Paris has been 
kindly communicated to me, and, as it is ac- 
companied} by zthe authentic text of Art. 16 
of the Treaty of San Stefano, the first part of 
the authentic text which has come before the 
eyes of the public, 1 believe it will attract gen- 
eral attention, and 
task which devolves on the statesmen called 
upon to take part in the Congress: 


Events have of late followed one another with 
such rapidity that the denouement has taken us by 
surprise, the result 1 that. in the general 
bases of peace signed at Ke 
nationality of Turkey has been considered except 
the Armenian nation. Startled at this, all the su- 
perior clergy, with the enlightened men among our 
notables, have addressed themselves simultaneous- 
ly tothe Emperor of Russia and to the Grand- 
Duke Nicholas and the Russian Plenipotentiaries 
to claim their share in the treaty of peace, viz. : 
autonomy for the Armenians of Upper Asia. The 
Patriarch of Etchmiazin, in. Russian Armenia, and 
an Armenian delegate to St. Petersburg, are plead- 
ing our cause with the Russian Cabinet. I should 
add that these overtures have been most favorably 
received by the Grand-Duke Nicholas and the Rus- 
sian Plenipotentiaries,—a reception prompted, I 
believe, in high quarters,—and they have been 
crowned with this important success: that, at the 
moment Of signing the preliminaries of peace at 
San Stefano, it was stipulated by Art. 16, aespite 
the opposition of the Turkish Plenipotentiaries 
and the absence of the least mention of Armenians 
in the bases of peace of Kezanlik, that the Arme- 
nian provinces of Upper Asia should have the same 
regime as certain Christian provinces of Roume- 
lia,—that is, reforms conformable to local 
requirements. The provinces of Roumelia 
to which automony is not guaranteed 
are Epirus, Thessaly. and Macedonia. The 
Armenian provinces are thus assimilated 
to these vilayets as regards the regime guaranteed 
by the treaty. But just as these guarantees can- 


will show how serious is the

ive satisfaction to these Greek provinces. 


which by the force of things will finish by being 
, accorded autonomy, so the aspirations and needs 
of the Armenians cannot be insured by these 
vaguely prescribed reforms. Neither of them can 
be guaranteed except by autonomy. In presence 
of the changes now being made, the Armenian 
nation is not going to remain a simple spectator. 
Strong in the position it occupies in the Ottoman 
Empire, and trusting in the elements of organiza- 
tion which it offers, it will address itself to the 
Congress and plead its cause, soliciting the same 
nditions as apply to other Christian populations. 
F Art. 16 reads thus: 


As the evacuation by the Russian troops of the 
territories which they are occupyi in Armenia, 
and which are to be resto.ed to 
give rise to conflicts and complications injurious 
to the good relations of the two countries, the 
Sublime Port engages to realize without delay the 
improvements aud reforms demanded by 1 
wants in the provinces inhabited by the Armenians, 
and to guarantee their security against the Kurds 
and Circassians.

During — 4 administration it was concluded 
that it would be proper to erecta building on the 
corner of Randolph and Clark streets. Applica- 
tion was made to the Probate Court for leave to 
borrow money, and, being granted, a first mort- 

age was given for $175,000 to the United States 
— Company, the interest being 9 per cent 
gold. As this amount was insafficient, power to 
make a further loan of $70,000 was asked for and 
granted, and the money was procured from the 
same corporation, a slice of the North Side prop- 
erty being incambered to secure it. After Mes. 
Lawrence had had charge of affairs for some time, 
the Mortgage Company became diesatistied with 
her management, and said thy would foreclose if 
she didn’t retire, Forced to resign, Powers came in. 
as before stated. He, being, as it is alleged. one 
of the Advisory Committee of the United States 
Mortgage Company, applied to the Court for leave 
to borrow $95,000 more from that corporation in 
order to pay accrued interest and debts which the 
former guardian had contracted. This was done, 
and all the property of the minor in Lilinois was 
pledged as security.

THE ATHEN AUM. 
OPENING THE NEW BUILDING. 

The new premises of the Chicago Atheneum 
were formally opened to the public yesterday eben- 
ing, and the event called together a large assem- 
blage of friends of that worthy institution. After 
six years of struggling and earnest endeavor the 
managers of the Athenzum> have succeeded in 
placing it upon a sound financial footing, and in 
making a recognized agency for good in the com- 
munity. The new building, only completed a few 
weeks ago, is situated on Dearborn street, between 
Randolph and Lake, and is a substantial brick 
structure, 80x90 feet in ground dimensions, and 
four stories in height. The lower floor is to be oc- 
cupied by stores, and the upper floors are en- 
tirely devoted to the Athenzum. On the top floor 
is the gymnasium, a room 80x90 feet in size, with 
a ceiling 26 feet in height. This department is 
the pet feature of the establishment, and its popu- 
larity is attested by the fact that it boasts a méem- 
bership of 200 young men. Yesterday evening 
many of the athletes were on hand favoring an 
applauding audience with exhibitions of their skill 
in trapeze-swinging, horizontal-bar exercising, 
ladder-climbing, and other feats. The apartment 
is fitted up with all the appliances for this kind of 
recreation. and included also a nicely-laid walking 
track 305 feet long for pedestrian exercise. Ad- 
—.— the gymnasium were bath rooms and dress- 

ng rooms. 

escending the stairs there were found various 
class-rooms, furnished with desks as in ordinary 
schools. There was a room for German, for draw- 
ing, a night ciass-room, masic-room, and lecture- 
rooms,—seven in all. Besides thgse, another 
room was furnished with tables for chess-playing, 
showing that the Atheneum looks not only to thé 
education of brain and muscle, but to giving them 
rest and recreation se well. A reading-room was 
to be seen, with a long table and files of many 
newspapers and periodicals. Adjoining this was 
the library, which isas yet not overstocked with 
books, although the several hundred volumes on 
the shelves were said to be particularly choice and 
useful. 

Among the guests on this interesting occasion 
were Judge Booth, Murry Nelson R. P. Derick- 
son, George Schneider, Judge 1 C. H. Gavin, 
William R. Page, S. II. Kerfoot, William Vocke, 
the Rev. Brooke Herford, the Rev. C. W. Wendte, 
B. P. Moulton, Prof. Matthews, Prof. Babcock, 
and Prof. Stearns. After some time occupied in 
viewing the rooms, the company assembied in the 
lectare-room and were addressed in well-chosen 
words by Judge Booth, Mr. T. B. Forbush, the 
Superintendent, the Rev. C. W. Wendte, the 
founder of the institution, and several others. 
There are now 1,200 members of all departments 
of the Atheneum.

Branch Mint in Chicago was held last evening in 
the club-room of the Grand Pacific. Among those 
present were C. T. Wheeler, Presiaent of the 
Union National Bank; Capt. George H. Schneider, 
President of the National Bank of Illinois; William 
Bross, Dr. L. H. Montgomery, Thomas H. Pas- 
chal, and others. 

Mr. Bross was chosen to preside. As Chairmah 
of the Committee appointed at the last meeting to 
draft a memorial to Congress, he presented the 
following:

THEOLOGICAL SEMINARW. 
THE PRESBYTERIAN INSTITUTION. 

The Board of Directors of the Presbyterian 
Theological Seminary of the Northwest met yes- 
terday at the Seminary, the Rev. J. Milligan, of 
Princeton, III., inthe chair. The business trans- 
acted was mostly of a routine character. During 
the afternoon Thomas A. Galt, of Sterling, III., 
a member of the Board, announced that he would 
donate $5,000 to the general fund.

In the evening a large audience assembled in the 
ae — to witness the graduating exercises. Dr. 
Mulligan presided, and delivered a brief address. 

Prof. F. L. Patton congratulated the students on 
the completion of their college work, and gave 
them twelve pieces of advice as a legacy from the 
Faculty. They must beware of ministerial indo- 
leuce, and must not allow the claims of their 
congregations to prevent them from following out 
their studies. The Eiders being their peers, min- 
isters must remember that their duty was to pre- 
side as Moderator, and.to give the casting vote as 
seldom as convenient. Ministers should not be 
too anxious to give advice, or to try to find 
out what people thought of their preaching. 
They must be dignified and quiet, and show their 
people that they were the teachers. As regarded 
the work in Preebytery, they should attend strictly 
to business and learn all the details of Presbyterial 
work, keeping silence and preserving modesty. 
Ministers who preached the {gospel of love too of- 
ten quarreled among themselves. They should 
strive to cultivate a spirit of brothorly feeling and 
conciliation. The duties of ministers in regard to 
society Prof. Patton definedat some length. He 
advised his hearers never to mail, although they 
might write, any letter of a sarcastic cnaracter or 
containin anythin uncharitable. More- 
over, they should never answer an 
newspaper article, but should have a g 
time to themselves over what bad been said about 
them. On the matter of ministerial salaries there 
was no remedy but resignation; a man dissatisfied 
with his pay should either resign or be resigned. 
Five or ten years was. the speaker considered, a 
desirable limit for.a pastorate, but ministers should 
not descend to wire-pulling or scheming for new 
positions and higher salaries, nor should they pros- 
titute the religious pa 
of their designs by advertising the work of the 
church in too pronounced and sinister a manner. 
Egotism of all kinds, such as talking of m 
church, my people, and. the like, 
be avoided, and when a preacher wrote 
and published an article he should 
not send letters to his friends asking their opinion 
of it. Common-sense dictated that a should 
not steal another’s sermon and preacn it, and also 
that it was well to avoid all —— squab- 
bies. In conclusion, Prof. Patton spoke of the in- 
fluence of ministers, and asked the graduates if 
they were ready to join in ed pcp war aguinst 
the armies of infidelity. ey should not feel dis- 
couraged, though they should die and be forgotten, 
provided that their inuences had been for good. 

Prof. Patton, at the conclusion of his address, 
presented the graduates with their diplomas. The 
names of the graduates are as foilows: John 
Burdell, Racine, Wis.; D. Dwight Biggar, Chi- 
cago; Thomas H. Candor, Aledo, III.; William C.
